Ho said he should not attempt to tell 
them what he knew about farming, lor that 
might amuse them too much. lie might 
make>ome such mistake as Horace Greeley 
did when in reply to a letter from Missouri 
asking him whether that was a favorite 
State for raising broom- corn, he wrote thai 
he thought the soil and climate of 3119- 
souri were well adapted to the raising ol 
broom-corn, but advised them to raise 
tho “plain-handled’ kind, as that 
was 
much more durable than the atrlped- 
haodled 
kind.” 
Ile 
might 
get 
led into some such mistake as this. 
Ile 
would rather give expression tj congrat­ 
ulations on so many evidences of industry 
and thought as were here manifest. 
Here 
were products of farm life in all phases 
Ancre were a great variety of industries in 
this county, but they were all mutually 
dependent. All depended on production, 
and was primarily that oi the farm. Agri­ 
cultural rn turn was Idependent on all the 
others. An interchange of the various 
products is the foundation of prosperity 
A great deal had been said about hard 
times, and that over-production was the 
cause. This term "over-production” was 
used oftentimes without a clear understand­ 
ing 
of 
its 
meaning. 
The lactoses 
of the East have been over producing, as 
they say, that Is making more than they 
could sell, and unless these boys and girls, 
and the larger boys and girls raised enough 
from the soil to keep the manufacturies go­ 
ing, by an exchange cf farm products for 
their articles of merchandise, there must 
continue to be hard times with the manu- 
adorers, resulting from which they call 
over production. It has also been said that 
there had been an over production of agri­ 
culture, and thus the strange spectacle 
was presented of graocries being too full, 
while people were at the same time starv­ 
ing. 
Factories over producing on the one 
hand, and on the other agricultural pro­ 
ducts 
too 
great, 
and 
yet 
some 
have 
tried 
to connect 
these 
two, 
and 
claim 
overproduction 
all 
sides as the reason for hard times. Ile did 
not believe that there were enough farm 
product. According to the census of 1870 
there were only between five and six mil­ 
lion people engaged in the production cl 
cereals, and the other thirty-two or three 
millions of people had to bo fed from 
what these produced. This great mass of 
people were gathered in cities and villages, 
engaged in manufacturing and mercantile 
enterprises, and as a consequence when a 
panic comes, these thirty-two millions 
were the ones that suffered most. If there 
could be an increase in the number of those 
who engaged in agriculture, then there 
would be fewer to starve. We never hear 
of a farmer starving. 
They can always 
produce 
enough 
to 
fight 
hunger 
successfully, ana 
here 
was 
a 
key 
to 
the 
solution 
ol 
hard 
times. 
Daring 
the last 
two 
years 
many 
of those who had been engaged in various 
manufacturing interests in the E ist had 
been crowding WeitwarJ, duriug these 
hard times, and bad been engaging in the 
raising of farm products. There had been 
between three and four millions of these, 
who during the past two or three years 
had gone from the East into Wisconsin, 
3linnesota, Nebraska, Iowa, Kansas, and 
Colorado, and bad engaged in fanning 
Thus .the population of the seaboard had 
been relieved and bo many more people 
had put themselves in condition to bouse, 
clothe and feed themselves 
Emmigratiou 
to the West and engaging in agriculture 
had been felt as a relief, and this was one 
of the reasons why factories, which bad 
long been closed were now running lull 
force, day and night. On asking these 
Eastern manufacturers why it is that they 
arc thus pushing their factories, they re­ 
ply that it is became so much has been 
[ raised in the country this year, and that 


they are depending upon what the West 
will produce. 
Six years ago this very month, on the 
20fli or September, in New York,hard 
times began. Jay Gould & Co, was the 
first trick in the wall which was disturbed, 
and as one after another fell there was a 
raining crash which caused the people to 
stand 
aghast. 
Factories closed. There 
was no proper adjustment of values. Noth­ 
ing was stable, not even currency. Every 
thing was 
at beams ends. Real estate 
went down, and panic prevailed. 
At the 
end of the first year they said it cannot 
become any worse, but the second year 
made even the end of the first year seem 
a season of prosperity in comparison. 
In 
’77 and *78 it seemed to reach the full tide. 
but there had been a change for the better. 
Resumption was no longer a speculation 
but a fixed fact, and there was once more 
an adjustment of values. 
Anyone having 
anything to sell now had a standard by 
which to sell it. In reaching resumption 
the country had p&99ed through as trying 
an ordeal as could ever be fouod In its 
history except In times of war. 
It was 
prophesied that we could not get through 
but 
the 
time 
came, and on 
the 1st of January 1879, and it was 
found that Government coaid pay dollar for 
dollar. All can now see a |cbange for the 
better. The clouds are breaking away, 
and the end Is 
not yet. 
Some laws 
may need changing, and some improve* 
ments, but we are progressing much faster 
than we had a right to expect. Emmigra- 
tion and resumption are two chief ingredi­ 
ents in this return of prosperity. This 
prosperity Is 
not only coming, bot come 
and the United States enters upon an era 
of prosper:ty such as was never known be­ 
fore. It is just to compare prices now 
with prices before the war. 
We fiod that 
prices of farm products, stock, etc., are as 
good 
or 
better 
than 
then, 
and 
wo 
were 
at 
that 
time in a seaJon of prosperity, and we 
should measure now by then. 
When thirty or forty young people 
band together for the 
purpose shown 
here, It was not only a cause of c o n g lu ­ 
tion but there was reasou tor encouraging 
them to not only snow the best products of 
tho farm, bat also to learn to lave and 
respect the life of a farmer. 
A Boston 
merchant recently advjrti3ed for a book­ 
keeper, and within three days received 480 
answers, and three-fourths ,of them were 
young men in the country, who evidently 
wanted to shift to a city life. 
The young 
men should learn that city life 
is not 
always successful. The 
proportion 
of 
men 
in 
the cities 
who earn 
more 
than a living is such less than those on 
farms. In the country a greater number 
are blet sea w itll prosperity. Fairs of this 
kiud should be encouraged, and the gran­ 
deur and beauty of agriculture should be 
urged upon them. In home life there was 
much influence to be wielded, too. Those 
on the farm to-day have much to bless 
them which others belore did not have. It 
was lar different twenty-five years ago. 
Books, music, and decorations are now 
found even in the remote fastnesses ot farm 
hie, introducing the poetic element, which 
in truth springs from nature. 
AU things were working for the assist­ 
ance oi those here gathered, giving an im ­ 
pulsive force. These young men 
and 
women were making history, and the 
opportunity was given them for making it 
a grand history. Times come when one 
feels like giving up, but the grip must be 
tightened, and ii once lost should be re­ 
taken. At the battle of Shiloh a German 
officer rode up to General Grant and told 
him his battery was taken. The General 
said, “Of course, you spiked the guns ?” 
»*opiked tho guns ? No, indeed. 
Wnat, 
spike dose new guns ? Dot would spoil 
dom.” The General rather indignant, ex­ 
claimed, "Well, what did you do then ?” 
“Veil, we yust went right in and dook dem 
bick again—Jat’s what we did.” So if 
the grip is lost, get it bick, and hang to it 
till success comes. 
The speaker closed with thanking his 
hearers and complimenting them on the 
success of their undertaking. Three cheers 
and a tiger were given for bim with a zest 
which showed that his speech had been 
heartily appreciated. 
Captain S. J. 31. Putnam was then called 
for and made a few well chosen remarks, 
placing still further emphasis upon the fact 
that city life was not as enviable as it ap­ 
peared to many of tho young men who 
seemed so anxious to get $a taste of it in 
exchange for farm life. He wa9 heartily 
applauded, after which the crowd scatter­ 
ed, and passed the remaining time viewing 
exhibits, and strobing over the grouud 
until thy hour for 
departing for home 
came.
